Strasburg has fallen! The announcement of this
event will be hailed with great rejoicing by all who
sympathize with the German cause, bnteven the
rejolelngs of these will be mingled with a ping of
regret, The great Hhine fortress has been defended
80 stubbornly, 0 courageously, that the herof¢ band
of Ulrich will live forever in history, The sioge of
Strasburg fs, in many respects, the most remarkable
epmsode of thig remarkanle war, and {ts fall is of
slgnificant importance to the final is30e of the
strugele,

Strasburg has fallen, and ere th's the triumphant
entry of Von Werder's army has doubtless taken
place. In the eatly days of the slege, a German
goldler in front of the fortress wroe a charactor/stic
war song to the popular old tune of “Ich hatte elnen
Camerad,” which was at once taken up by the whole
besicging army, In rehearsal to be sung [es they
marched into the ity after 18 anticipated fall, The

The clty of Strasburg—Strasbourg according Lo
the French orthography, and Strassburg in tne Gor-
man—!s aituated on the west bank of the river I,
2bout & mile from the left bank of the Rhine, o
which its glacis extends, It Is 250 miles east by
south from Parls, and 18 the capital of the French
Department of Bas-Rhin, At the outbreak of the
'war, it had a population of about 55,000, the inhabi-
tants being chielly of German descent, hut speaking
the French and German lapguages with ¢qual dif-
ficulty and {naccnracy.

Directly opposite Strasburg, and near the mouth
of the Kinzig lu Baden, {8 situated the small Germuan
town of Kehl, with a population of less than 1500,
It was fortitied by Vauban, and was formerly a Ger.

Strasburg,

This 8 open
to doubt, but the volume was of the greéatest (nterest,
a8 one of the most trustworthy sourcesa from which
the prevalent opinions as 1o the origin of printing
are derlved, Among the early specimens of typo-
graphy there was a copy of the first Gierman EBlble
printed hy Mentelin about 1446, but undated; also
thiree early Latin Bibles by Mentelln, Jenson, and
Eggestein, the last bearing the manuscript date
1468, Thoere was, besides a rare copy of Virgil by
Mentelin, a still rarer Commentary of Servius npon
that poet, printed by the celebrated Valdarfer; a
Jerome’s “Eplstles,” by Schoiffer,” 1470 and abhout
d000 other books printed before the beginning of the
slxteenth century, There were only two or three
Muminated MSS, of aAny great value,
The History of Nirasbure,

The city Is supposed to have been founded by the
Romans, snder the name of Argentoratum, as a
barrier againgt the Incursions of the Garmuans,
They nitimately made themselves masters of the
place, however, and retalned poasession until they
were driven baok across the Rhine by Clovis. In
the plxth century the anclent name was changed for
that of Strasburg. In the early part of the tenth
century the city passed under the dominlon of the
German emperors, becoming a free city and being
governed as a republie, After the Reformation it
boecame Protestant, and remained such until 1881,
when it was selzed by Louls X1V and annexed to

France, the province of Alsace, of which {t
was  the  chlef city, having just pro-
vionaly been ceded to that country
by the terms of the treaty of Westphalin, For

nearly two centuries it remalned in undisturbed pos-
sesglon of France, becoming, from its situation on
the extreme eastern frontier, one of the most im-
portant cities In that country. At the outbreak of
the war it still retained, In general appearance,
customs, and language, the principal characteristics
of & Gierman town. although (ts long subjection to
France caused its interesta gradually to become
fdentitled with those of the latter country,
and prompted its  people to espouse
heartly the cause of the ex-Emperor Napoleon,
whnen he started out npon hils grand crusade against
nnited Germany. Before the siege commenced, the
people wele 0 enthusiastic in thelr support of Napos
lenn a8 to offer up prayers dally for the stctess or
the French arms, the churches belog crowded
with women on these occasions,
Napeleon's Attempt Upon Strasburg’ In 11536,
One of the madst réemarkable episodes in the his.
tory of Strashurg was the attempt made upon it in
1604, by the ex-Emperor Napoleon 111, 1a that yoar,
while an exile frrom France, and living in obscurity
at Alrenenberg, In Switzerland, he formed the
ridiculous design of attempting, almost single-
handed, to overtarn Louls Philippe and set himself
upon the vacant throne, IHaving perfected his plans,
he selzed Strasburg as the first point of attack, This
ciiy, with ts strong garrison, ts assoclations with
the first Napoleon, and a population not very
well atfected towards the existing government,
seemed to him a favorable point for a demonstri-
tfon, Inthe event of success he jntended next day
to march towards Parle, rousing and arming the
intermediate provinces, and taking with him the
principal  garrisons on the route, hoping to
rench the capital before the Government could
take any efMective measures ngainst him, In Juoe,
Napoleon procceded to Baden-Baden, whereg he suc.
ceaded (o winuing over Colonel Vaadrey, who was
in cominand of the artillery in the garrison of Srras.
burg, In August he paid a scoret visil to that city,
where he had an intarview with ffieen ollicers who
promised to co operate with him, He then returned
to Switzerland, while his adherents were perfecting
the plot, The project, however, wns & miserable
fallure, and Napoleonh was taken prisoner, detained
at Strusvurg (rom Oc¢tober 80 to November 9, and
then condueted to arls, His life was spared on
condition of his golng to the United States.

The river N1 fows—or, rather, did flow—through a |

part of the town in a northeast direction, has mapy
branches, and {8 crossed by several wooden brliges.
The streets generally are nprrow and crooked, but
the principal thoroughfares are broad and atiractive,
and there are several fine sguares. The houses are

lofty, well built, and hava steep roofs. There are in |
the city alarge number of promioent public bulld- |

Ings, including fifteen churches,

The largest of these, the cathedral, 1s conslderved |

one of the finest Gothie structures in Europe. Origl-
pally founded in 504, it was almost entirely de-
ptroyed by lightnlag in 1007, The present bullding
wis commenced In 1015, the architect belng Erwin
von Steinbach, but was not cempleted untll 1430,
The principal dimensions of the cathedral are:—
Extreme length, 857 feet; height of ceiling, 79 feet;
Jength of transept, 140 feet; and breadth of the nave,
85 feet. The west front, which 8 richly decorated
with scalptures, statues, and bas.reliefs, and con-
tains a circular window 45 feet in diameter, rises 1o
the height of 20 feet. Far above this, however,
towers the spire, the loftiest 1o the world, to a
Dbelght of 460 feet, From the peculiar location
of tbe town, s splendid view of the couatry for
miles around Is aforded by an ascent to the top, this
grand panorama being one of the chief attractions
of the city to the tourist, The great feature of the
cathedral is the famouns astropomical clock, the work
of a German clockmaker, in about the year 1680, It
18 a marvel of ingenuity and mechanlcal skill, and
phe world has never seen the like of it elsewhere,
This marvelous allalr performs not only the ordinary
mervice of a clock, but exhibitsa the days, and the
months, and the years; the progress of the seasons,
the gigns of the zodlac, and the names and move-

ments of the beavenly bodles. At each guarter-hour.

The Fortiticatlons of Strashurg.

At the outbresk of the present war, Strasburg
was justly regarded as one of the most - formidable
fortresses 1n Earope, and o France it ranked eqgual
to Metz In lmportance; and only Iaferior to it In
strength, The fortified eltv is of triangolar form,
enclosed by bastloned ramparts, strengthened by
numerous outworks, and euntered by seven gates.
At {t8 castern extremity 18 a strong pentagonal clta-
del, bullt by Vagban, The oity stands upon level
ground, and I8 nearly six miles (n circait, Numerons
ontworks and detached forts, large and small,
finighed and puioiahed, added to its strepgth, The
pastioned wall wus surrounded by a moat filled
with water, and by means of numerous sluices the
greater portion of the surrounding country could be
nooded, Theonly glde of the fortress which could
pot be lald puder water by means of the slulces
where the 11l enters the town was the I'orte des
Mines, and on that side the glacls was ruined, The
safety of the clty depended greatly upon these
aqueous spplinuces—too much 8o, tn faot; for, at the
commencemoent of the slege, after s four mouthy'
drought, the river was 80 low that at the landing
place of the destroyed boat bridge the standard post
showed but two feet of water, while It was
copnstructed 1o reach nineteen feof, When the
beslegers succeeded Inturning the course of the
river Ll from it bed,the fortiications were still more
materially weakened,

The citade]l was pronounced to be Lhe masters
work of Vauban, It {8 constructed upon a penta-
gonal basls, according to that great engineer's firat
system, and presents five great bustions which, with
thelr supporting works, command the clty and the
neighioring Nhkine, Close to the oltadel, on
the clty side, were the great arsenal aud
military  institutions for which Strasburg
was  famous hefore the war—the  Salle
d'Armes, the Military Hospital, the Artillery School,
the Arsenal de Constroction, snd also a magnigoent
esplanade. For twenty years past the French Gov-
ernment was epgaged (n the unintérrapted task of
strepgthening the defenses by the construction of
additiona! works, and the improvement of the old
fortinecations 1o meetl the requiremoents of modern
military sclence, A task that bas proved 10 bave heen
in vain,

The Bishop of the city and the entire population,
apparently, joined in the refusal to surrewder, and
gairigon and people alike began thelr preparations
for a stubborn defense. The force of the besiegers
was soon (nereased to 60,000 or 70,000 men, mostly
from South Germany, Tee Grand Duke of Balen
stlll remalned on the ground and took an active
part In the management of his troops, but the chief
command of the investing army was entrasted
to the DBaden General vwvon Beyer. He
however, was goon obliged to return o
Carlsrohe by reason of liness, when the
chief command devolved apon Licntenant-Genoral
von Werder, who retained the position till the elose
of the slege, On the 10th of August a bombardmant
was commenced from the German town of Kehl,
but without much damage being done, After this
first bombardment it |s said that the besiegers azaln
demanded a surtender; and were agaln met with a
refusal. .

The beslegers then went to work systematically
to rednce the works by regular npproaches, varyving
thelr task by an almost Incessant bombardment
after midnight of August 24. Thelr fire was directed
principally against the vty itself, and the destroce
tion to the houses was 80 great  that
the people were forced to take refuge in
the cellars and sewers, Large numbers of non-
combatante were, however, permitted to leave the
iy by the German commander, and those who
remained were, according to all accounts, reduced
10 & desperate strait, The great cathedral was
seriously but it is thought not irreparably damaged
by the fire, the vast lbrary was destroyed, and the
walls of Vauban's strong citadel were hammered
away at until they began to crumble. Early ln Sep-
tember an attemwpt was made to divert the courge of
the river 1, and by the 9th this task, which mate-
rially assisted the operations of the Leslegers, aud
weakened those of the defendors, was announced as
completely sucoessfal,

Andso the great task of Von Werder has pro-
gressed from day to day, and the hopes of the herofc
defenders of Strasburg have dwindied away. On
September 20, one of the lunettes of the works was
captured, and on the 224 another fell fnto the hands
of the besiegers, while the privations and sufferings
of the besleged had by this time become almost in-
supportable, And stiil the garrison and the people
held out, even agalnst the reported desire of Goneral
Uhrich to jylcld to the decree of fate,
The fire of the Dbeslegers ever since
the 24th of August has been regalar and incessant,
while that of the besieged soon became fitful and
finally almost ceased, Yesterday It was reported
that a breach 1o the walls broad enough to warrant
an assault would be made in about a week, the delay
being necessary to allow the construction of good
roads across the great ditch in frout of the main
wall.

But all these final preparatons Lave beenrens
dered unnecessary by the yieldiog, at last, of the
garrison. Om Tuesday, the 27th, the slege of Stras-
burg came to an'end. Some reports state that the
surrender ook place at 1l o'clock in the morning,
while others place It atd o'clock in the evenleg,
But the first reports have bhean fuily and oMclally
confirmed as we write, and the slege of Strasharg
has passed into history, The fortunes of the herojc
clty nre henceforth with Ciermany; the French
dominion, after lasting ncarly two centurles, s at
an end, and Germany will not be o haste to give up
the frults of her prowess.

General Ubrich, Commnnder of the Fortross,

Gieperal Unriclh, the herole defender of Siras.
burg, was born at Plalzourg, February 15, 1502, and
entered the military school of St Cyr, He became
lieutenant at the age of twenty-two and captain at
twenty-nine, He then advanced by successive

ades until he was made a general of diviston in
sa5, le served in the €@rimean campagn, and
afterward had command of a division of lufantry in
Parls. He had for several years commanded the
Sixth Territorial divigion, whicll 18 at pressat occu-
pled by German troops. He is an energetic oMeer,
and knew Strasburg perfectly. Under s (munediate
orders were Drigadier Moreno and Colonel Ducasse,
thut General
Uhrich had been seriously wounded, but the report
has not been confirmed,

METZ.

It Is Surrounded by 200000 Prussians—
Melnncholy scenes.
Metz Corvespondence (Sepl. 14) of the London Times,
Prince Frederick Charles, who fred o salute of
100 guns of ghot and shell npon it on Saturday last,
the 10th of September, In honor of the victory
gained by the Prussinns at Sedan, has commenced
the work of destruction. The whole of the troops
now aronnd Metz, amounting to nearly 200,000 men,
are under the entlre command of P'rince Frederick
Charles, They are, however, divided nto two divi-
slons, one of which 18 nnder the
Fredorick Chartes, comprising men of the2d, 8d, and
oth Regliments of the 8d Army Corps, and one division
of Landwehr, amounting to about 15,000 inen, The
other division Is under General Stelpmets, who has
under hig command men of the 1st, 7th and sth He-
giments of the 18t Army Corps, They have at pre-
sent no large siege guns at Metz, they being all em-
ployed at Strasburg, The heaviest guns nsod there
ai present are 12-pounders. Bazalne {5 pow tao-
roughly hemmed in in his fortress, the Prussians
hanndg entirely surronnded it, and opened rille-plts,
Two days ago Bazaine sent out of Metz all Prussian
prisoners that he had captured, and wiso all the
wounded, 1spoketo one of the former, who in-
formed me that they were shamefully treated
both by the townspeople and soldlers, and that
the people seemed to have nothiug but lhorse
flesh to snbsist on, I also heard that they have
discovered how Bazaine and MacMahon Kept up
& communication; if the story should prove
to be true, it 18 both a simple and an ingenlous me-
thod, They are supposed to have thrown hottles
Into the Moselle with notes written inside of them,
For several duys there was & report going about
that an underground telegraph had been discovered
vetween Strasburg and Metz, and, paturally, one
was led to suppose that the same thing might have
beéen instituted between the other foriresses,
but 1 have since ered that there (s no trath
inthe report, In driving from Saarbruck here we
were much astonlshied 1o observe all the deserted
villages a8 you near Metz. Where all the people
have fown to God only knows; there 1§ scarcely
i t 10 be geen anywhere, The villages for the
most part are vecupied by the Landwelr, who are
only now coming the front, We passed innu-
merable wagons of provisions and cattle, driven

WAR'S RAVAGES.

Ecenes About Sedan — Villages Burned and
Thousnands of inhabltanis Homoloss,

A correspondent writes fron: Boatllon:—

The Belgian frontier {s about three miles outslde
Sedan, and ut that point striking traces of the war
began to beseen, Familles who have fed from the
French vilages on the approach of the hostile
armics, and whose liite homes have since been
blown and burned ol the face of the ecarth, are
living in the open flelds, without even a canvas roof
over them. Here and there they have placed rough
wicker work made of the brapches of trees, andonly
three or four feet in height, and as maoy in width,
a8 o screen to Keep the wind from blowing away
the wood tires with which mely warm themselves,
Horses of troopers who were killed in the battle run
about wild, Isaw hundreds of them., Many have
wandered up to this town, and from morning wll
night the peasants are catching horses, On reachin
La Chapelle I found still more declded traces o
the terrible contict, In the steeple of the church
there 16 a canson ball, Another has left a great
hole in the roof, throngh which it fell to the nave.
There are marks of rifle-pulls on the fronts of the
houses, and portions of the accoutrements of sol-
diers are scattered all over the place. Men he
wounded In nearly every dwelling, FPassing from
La Chapelle and pursulng the road to Bazeilles by n
slight detour from the road leading direct to Sedan,
?‘(.u see lofty trees, which, smashed by cannon-halls,
1ave thelr tops resting on the ground., Dead horses,
swollen to immense size, lle in the felds, Little
mounds of earfh cover dead men, who have been
burted just upder the surface of the ground on which
they fell. Onp some of them Prussian helmets have
been placed. At either side of the road are sleaves
of coats, legs of trousers, shakoes, cartouche boxes,
and bottles inmumerable, Hedges are broken at
every few yanis'distance, the trees of whole orchards
lle Nat on the earth, aud bere and there are large
gops in the woods where the timber was oburot, or
where troops hadd cut a passage through,

But it was at Bazallles the greatest havoo marked
the fipal strugele between the I’russiaps and Alac-
Mahon's army, The FPrussians set tre to It. A
handsomer or more prosperous village thers wus not
fn the northeast of France, 1t was small, but it
contained an indusirious population. Among the
bulldings were a maguitcent church and [rom
twenty to thirty houses of considerable pretensions
for village resldences—houses of Usen sione and
having elaborate hronze gates and doors. Bazellles
is now as complete o ruin as Pompeil Indeed,
there are houscs at Pompell in a betier state of
preservation than any at Bazellles, Not arool or a
floor remains in any one of them, The Prussian ahella
did thelr work so well that even the frout walls af
Cacn stone have been blown and burnt to fragments,
which now bloek’ up the pavement and all but
cover the roadway. Even ln the lanes off the mala
strect every habliation was utterly degtroyed, No
human belng could pew lnd shelter in Bazellles,
Whena troop of Prussian lancers rode 'hrougn it

esterday no sound was heard there bat the tramp-
ng of their own horses, and there was nol a living
soul, man, womap, or child, of the happy popalution
who dwelt there little more thao a week ago. Toe
Prussians gay they destroyed Bazellles because the
inhabitants had fired wuapon them from the
houses. This 18 dented by the French, who
gay that the shots which came from the hooses
were fired by the regular goldiers and the Garnde
Mobile, Be this as It may, destraction was never
more complete than ot Nazeilles.  Thenoe
to Balap, and also from LaChapelle to Balan, ine
mumu;ﬁ is & complete waste, Crops and orchards
have ppeared, and the farmbouses are riddlod
by bullets. Hifdes and cannon both piayed their part
at Balan, and thence on to Sedan, A distance of
about anaEngiish mile. Dead horses abouaod all
along the route; Chassepots lie about in handreds,
there are shakoes, helmels, and culrasses ln heaps,
and knapsacks and cartouche-boxes enough for a
whole regiment. In the vicluity of such spoll I ob-
served scores of men wearing the white badge and
cross, whose work was not administering to the sick
and wounded, but seeking for anything worth find.
ing. Some of them wore Soldiers’ knapsucks, Num.
bersof these men and other badge-benrers whom 1
bhave wet  abont the battle-tleld are
evidently mere tonrists ; whils not
a few of them are dowunright rascals, 1 have
heen tola that they have robbed the dead. Bome of
them are villainous-looking enough for anyihing.
Certain of the socleties engaged in the work of
cLar'ty 49 ot alew any pemoa 1o act lor thew who

does not exhibit an omolal tnbre on the armict ae
well a8 the red cross, If any of them Lave not
adopted that plan, or some plan ke i, the sooner
they do so the better. Althou ey wounded
man who can be removed from Sedan without posl-
Hve danger 18 belng brought away as quickly as
ossible, there are sl about 2000 of them lylog in
own. The foor of the large church which stands
in the centre of the Place d'Armes {8 covered with
them. There are ladies attending to thelr wanta,
1t s the same thing 0 several  of
the casernes, Every day for the last eight days
hundreds of wounded have been sent on;
but there are ¢ases too bad for removal, besides
which, though the I'russians press Into the ambu-
lance gervice every carriage or cart they can find, &
considerable period must {:,t elapse before the whole
of even those whe may removed can be con-
veyed to Libramont. In the meantime, the brask
out of some terrible epldemic at Sedan s muc
to be feared, The smell all over the town 8 some-
thing dremndful. It Is ofensive beyond all imaging-
tion, Alopg the streets you sometimics mech as
mAny as adozen stretchers in procession, on each of
which I8 a wounded man, Even that movement
Fecme to cause great suifering tosome of the patients,
but what 18 it to the Jnltlnf which they sustain when
asslng over the rugged pavements of Boulllom
n carts without springs? Fortunately, the roads
between Sedan and Libramont, except just here, are
as good as any to be found elsewhere, Engiand not
excepted ; but twenty-efght miles i a frighiful jonr-
ney by sucn conveyances, Some dozen or so of
ambulance carts set ont at a time, They are for
the most part very long ones, and each (s drawn by
four horses, Prussian troops riding as postiliona
One or two Prussian surgeons and several persond
wearing the red crosses accompanied the sad cors
tege.
